William’s father, no doubt, served in the Revolutionary 
War, but cannot be identified at this time by this compiler. 
Several Gunter researchers have theories about whom his 
father might have been, but adequate proof has not been found 
to say for a certainty who his father was. William was but 
10 years old when that war began. So, he grew up ina period 
of uncertain and harsh times. 


Nothing is known of his childhood, but one would think he 
enjoyed as many advantages as his parents could give him. He 
probably never attended school since records indicate that he 
was illiterate, signing documents by a mark. 


It is unknown if he were grown or whether he came with 
his parents when he migrated from Virginia, where he was 
born, to North Carolina where he married his first wife. 
There were to be four children, Joshua, Hiram, Mary and 
James, born in North Carolina. The last child being born 
before 1810 for William was buying land in Lincoln Co. TN by 
then.

ROBERT COX 
Fayetteville Observer October 3, 1895 
Report comes from the head waters of Richland Creek in the edge of 
Marshall County of an unusual cutting affray. Robert Cox, a young 
man 18 years of age, had brought a horse from the pasture and put 
it in the stable intending to ride later in the evening. A younger 
brother about eleven years old took the horse from the stable to go 
after some watermelons. The older brother pulled the little fellow 
from the horse which angered him so that he assaulted Robert with a 
knife and cut a wound seven or eight inches long just over the 
heart.

that he was born in 1762. He would not have been old enough to 
marry Martha Rebecca WELLS in 1770 as stated in the DAR Register. 


3-Warrant #4728 was assigned to Haydon WELLS by James PITTES the 
20 Aug. 1797, about six months after it was issued in Feb. 1797. 
It was brought to TN by Haydon/Hader WELLS where he was issued TN 
Warrant # 302 for 274 A on Apr. 5, 1808. On the TN Warrant # 302 
"PITTES" has been changed to "PITTS". According to the TN Archives 
this Land Warrant was surveyed in Montgomery co. in the northern 
part of the state and that James PITTS was not connected in any 
manner with bringing it to TN. 


There are many other discrepancies that can be pointed out in the 
DAR membership applications on James PITTS of Lincoln co. My 
research started with him as it was evident that his true parents 
were unknown. 


In the 1820 census of Lincoln co. there is listed Mark PITTS along 
with James as the only two heads of household in Lincoln co. named 
PITTS. That this is the same Mark PITTS, who is the son of Henry 
PITTS and Hannah COLLIER of Newberry co, (in the old Ninety-Six 
District of SC is proven by the "Bicentennial History of Newberry 
County" by Marianna O. FROST, also this is the same Mark that is 
named in the will of Henry PITTS, who died in 1803 and his will is 
recorded in the SC Archives. Mark PITTS appears in the 1790,1800 


and 1810 censuses of Pendleton District., SC. Mark married 
Susannah HEMBREE, daughter of David and Elizabeth HEMBREE and 
sibling of the Rev. James HEMBREE, a Baptist minister. David 


HEMBREE died in 1810 and the settlement of his estate lasted till 
1838. The relationship of these people, and the fact that Mark and 
Susannah came to Lincoln co., TN can be found in these papers which 
are in the SC Archives. (Susannah wrote a letter from Lincoln co. 
giving her brother James HEMBREE power of attorney in the 
settlement of her part of her father’s estate.) 


Henry PITTS and Hannah COLLIER had six sons: John, William, Mark, 
Henry Jr., Joseph, and Charles. Nothing has been found, as of this 
date, that definitely gives the names of Mark and Susanna’s 
children. Of the other five sons of Henry and Hannah PITTS only 
Henry Jr. had a known son named James that fits the time frame. 
This James was born 1790-92 and was never married. 


In the 1810 census of Pendleton District Mark had in his household 
a male and female aged 16-26 which would fit James and Rachel’s age 
group at that time. 


James first son, William Aaron Pitts was born Sept. 11, 1812. 
James also had two daughters who died before marriage, but the 
dates or places are not known. It is believed that at least one 
and possibly both of these daughters was born before the first son. 
If so James and Rachel probably married about 1808-9. 


Mark sold the land that he bought from David HEMBREE to William 


HALL of Pendleton district Oct. 3, 1814. James bought his first 
land in Lincoln co., TN on 6 October 1815. 
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(BLAND Research continued)

Since the Lincoln co. courthouse records show that all these 
"PITTS" were closely associated with each other and since there 
were no other "PITTS" families in the county at this early date it 
is almost irrefutable that Mark and Susannah were the patriarches 
and that they came as a family to Lincoln co. from Pendleton 
District, SC. In addition to what is believed to be Mark's sons 
James, Isaac, Joseph, Mark (Jr.) and Jesse, and possibly Larkin, 
(Daniel PITTS, brother of Henry, had a son named Larkin, so this 
could have been a cousin.) There was a Susannah PITTS who married 
Thomas HANAWAY/HAMBY/HANVEY in Lincoln co. in 1816. (This is 
recorded in the pension application of Thomas HANAWAY. ) At this 
period of time she would almost have to be a daughter of Mark and 
Susannah’s. Very probably some of Mark’s daughters married and 
stayed in South Carolina. 


In the absence of conflicting information I have come to the 
justifiable conclusion that Mark and Susannah HEMBREE PITTS are the 
parents of James, Isaac, Joseph, Mark, Jesse or Larkin, Susannah 
and possibly Elizabeth PITTS. That they came to Tennessee in 1815 
and settled in southeast LCT on the Barren Fork of Elk river. In 
1833 James bought land on McCullock-later Molina-creek from 
Alexander and Kays MEEK and they lived there the rest of their 
lives and are buried in the old PITTS’ family cemetery on this 
property. 


Now a word about Rebecca RUTLEDGE who married Henry Porter PITTS. 
For several years I thought that Rebecca was the daughter of Isaac 
and Ruth STEELMAN RUTLEDGE. She was the only Rebecca I could find 
who fit the time frame. This Rebecca was also claimed by others as 
the wife of Henry KELSO. Not until I was able to get in tough with 
Charles CALLAWAY RUTLEDGE, who lives in Rome, GA did I get the 
facts straight. My Rebecca was the daughter of Joel RUTLEDGE and 
Mary STEELMAN and a sibling to Nancy W. RUTLEDGE, who married 
William Aaron PITTS, bother to Henry. William’s second wife was 
Mary Ann "Polly" RUTLEDGE WILES, also a daughter of Joel and Mary 
Rutledge. Polly evidently married a WILES while in Surry co., NC 


as no record exists in LCT.

GONE TO TEXAS 
Fayetteville Observer September 12, 1895 p.3 col.1 


The report has reached us that a couple of married people from the 
Boonshill neighborhood have eloped and gone to Texas. They were 
R.H. Cunningham and the wife of Bud Campbell. The man in the case 
left his wife and four children to get on as best they could but 
while the woman’s love for her own was transcended by her affection 
for another woman’s husband, the maternal instinct was so great she 
could not abandon her three children and they were taken along by 


the eloping couple. They went by night to Petersburg and there 
bought tickets and boarded the train for Texas. An effort is being 
made to induce them to return to their families.

My own research into the PITTS family began with James and Rachel 
of South Carolina and Lincoln county, TN. 


The following article was found in the "Membership Roster and 
Soldiers, The Tennessee Society of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution 1894-1960," compiled by Edythe Rucker WHITLEY, 
Registrar, Tennessee Society: 
James PITTS - Born 1745, Smithfield, Isle of Wight Co., VA; 
Died after Feb. 15, 1797, Habersham co., GA; married Martha 
Rebecca WELLS, Nov. 25, 1770. 


James PITTS resided near Louisburg, Franklin co., NC when he 
enlisted in 1781 and served three months as Pvt. with the NC 
Troops under Capt. Benjamin EVES and Col. SOWELL. He re- 
enlisted in 1782 and served with the NC Troops under Capt. 
CARTER and Col. LYTLE until after "news of the peace,” when he 
returned home, reaching there on Aug. 26, 1783, having served 
not less than 14 months. He was granted a NC land grant on 
Feb. 15, 1797. This grant was brought to TN by his son, James 
PITTS, and the warrant No. 4728 was filed as Grant No. 302 in 
TN on Nov. 11, 1808. Vol. 3 p.36 TN General Records, Records 
Office, Nashville, TN; Vol. 17 p.155, Roster of Soldiers from 
NC in American Revolution by NC DAR in 1932; Pension and 
Bounty Land Records in National Archives; James PITTS place of 
residence during the Revolution was Louisburg, Franklin co., 
NC. 


The Children of James PITTS 
1-James, born Aug. 29, 1784, married Rachel YOUNG. He died 


May 23, 1862. 


In the DAR applications it was stated that James PITTS (Sr.) died 
in Habersham, co., GA after 1797. In researching the GA James 
PITTS in it was found that he was issued Pension # 31913, applied 
for Jan. 19, 1842, in Hall co., GA, also a Bounty Land Warrant, # 1 
962 was issued to a James Pitts in Habersham co., GA in 1855. It 
is almost certain that these two GA James PITTS are one and the 
same person. Applications were sent to the NC Archives and the 
National Archives for a copy of these documents. The North 
Carolina Bounty Land Warrant # 4728 was not found in Raleigh, but 
at the TN Archives in Nashville. The other two documents were 
received from the National Archives in Washington. When these 
documents were reviewed it was obvious that two different patriots 
were involved. The main reasons being: 


1-The Bounty Land Warrant # 4728 issued to James PITTES in Raleigh, 
NC was for 274 A. Bounty Land Warrant # 1 962 issued to the James 
PITTS in Habersham co., GA was for 160 A. A patriot was allowed 
only one Land Warrant, 


2-Also Warrant # 4728 says that James PITTES served three year in 
the Continental Line of NC. The pension application of James PITTS 
of Hall co., GA says that he served twice. The first for three 
months and the second for fourteen months for a total of eighteen 
months or less. Also in this pension application James PITTS says 
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(Ephraim BRYANT continued) 


on Bryant’s Hill, which was just off of the original county road 
coming from Coldwater. This road was just off Bryant’s Hollow Road 
just north of the Billy HOVIS place, and is about 500 ft. west of 
the present road. 

E.B. married second to Mrs. Margaret L. (ROWE) MCCOY (1840-1937) 
on the 15th day of August in the year of our Lord 1861. She was 
the daughter of Henry Paige and Elizabeth (HUGHES) ROWE. These 
ROWES are related to the Bee Spring ROWES who also came from 
Ireland. 

Margaret brought one son from her previous marriage into the 
relationship. He was Joseph MCCOY (1859-1896). In the 1890’s Joe 
went with his brother Henry to Phoenix, Arizona to open a saloon. 
Upon Joe’s return he was killed and thrown from a train along the 
Texas-~Louisiana line. The story is they did not find him until 
fall. He left a wife and two children. 

By May of 1861 E.B. joined the Camargo Guards and was training 
for the worst rumored war known to America-The Great Civil War. 

In the fall of 1862, E.B. and Margaret had their first child. 

1-Elizabeth Elnora "Betty" BRYANT (1862-1951). She 
married J.L. MADDOX first and had Susie MADDOX. She 
married second to Sim CORDER of Corder, LCT. They 


lived later in Limestone co., AL. 
In 1862, E.B. joined the Confederate cause and fought about a 
year in the West Tennessee campaign. He fought for what he 


believed and was caught on July 26, 1863 at Lagardo, TN. He was 
taken to camps at Louisville, KY, Camp Chase, OH, and the infamous 
Ft. Delaware, DE. Rations may have been three musty crackers, a 
two-inch square of salt pork and a cup of something called soup. 

On September 30, 1864, E.B. was taken to Aikens Landing, VA and 
traded. He returned home to LCT where he resumed farming on their 
land. They were known as "right prosperous" in the community. 

2-Their second daughter was born between 1866-1868. She 
passed away as an infant, and is believed buried on 
Bryant’s Hill. 


3-Henry Paige BRYANT (1869- ) left LCT about 1890 and 
went to Arizona and was never heard from again. 
4-E.B. "Momma B." (1871-1976) She married Walter CROLEY 


and they lived in LCT until about 1914 when they moved 
to Limestone co., AL. They had 10 children. 

Private BRYANT passed away February 25, 1873 at their cabin 
between Coldwater and Blanche just off of the Railroad Bed road. 
He was taken by horse-drawn hearse from Blanche to the first branch 
of the former Coldwater creek. It had rained and was raining so 
hard the Elk river had backed up into the creek. They managed the 
first branch, but upon the second branch they knew they could not 
get across, So they took two canoes and barely got across. They 
took him to what we call Bryant’s Hill and buried him. Descendants 
say they were going to bury him at Bryant’s Hollow cemetery, now 
known as Bryan-Hovis cemetery. 

Mrs. BRYANT went on to raise the children on the Blanche 
homestead until they left home. In later years Mrs. BRYANT went 
with some of the children to Limestone co., AL about 1914, where 
she remained until her death in 1937. 

A commemorative service was given in memory of Private BRYANT on 
April 9, 1994. A new stone was given and the Alabama descendants 
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(James PITTS continued) 


In the 1820 census of Lincoln co., Mark (Sr.) and James are either 
living on the same farm or adjacent farms to each other. There is 
no court record of Mark (Sr.) ever owning any property in Lincoln 
co., so we believe they were on the same land. Also at that time 
Mark and James were the only two PITTS heads of households in 
Lincoln co. In the 1830 census there is a young Mark, James and 
John B, PITTS, as head of households. John B. also came from SC. 
I believe he was related, but not a part of Mark’s family. It is 
only logical that the young Mark of 1830 is the son of the old Mark 
of 1820. 


In the 1815-35 period land was bought in Lincoln co. by James, 
Mark, Isaac, Joseph and Larkin PITTS. Also a Jesse PITTS acted as 
chain bearer. In looking at copies of these deeds and surveys, in 
the Lincoln co. courthouse, it is obvious that these "PITTS" are 
closely related as they served as witnesses and chain bearers on 


each others deeds and surveys. All of this land was in the same 
area as that in which Mark and James lived, but none other than 
Mark and James appear in the 1820-30 census except as stated. None 


of James children had married by 1830. 


James could have been named for some of his ancestors by this name 
as they were plentiful or he could have been named for James 
HEMBREE, brother of Susannah. Mark PITTS and James HEMBREE seemed 
to have had close association in SC. James named five of his 
children with the same names as Mark’s brother, Henry Jr. These 
were Henry, James, Ephraim, Robert, and Edna/Edney. Also Henry and 
Hannah, Mark’s parents had children named Elizabeth, Jane, William 
and Henry as did James. 


The 1850-60 censuses shows that Mark (Jr.), James and James’ 
children William and Elizabeth were born in SC. Although the same 
census shows Henry being born in TN it is family tradition that he 
was born in SC also. It would seem that he was born about the time 
of the transition from SC to TN. 


The Mark PITTS that appears in the 1820 Lincoln co. census is 45+ 
years of age. The Mark in the 1830 census is 20-30 years of age. 
It is believed that the elder Mark died 1825-26, but no cemetery or 
probate record has been found. His wife Susannah was still living 
in 1840 and is listed in the 1840 census as being between 70-80 
years old. She had in her household a male 30-40 years of age and 
listed as insane. This is thought to be James E.PITTS for whom she 
got support money from the Lincoln co. Court in 1826. The identity 
of James E. PITTS is not known, but is thought to be a grandson. 
Family tradition and researchers before me state that James and 
Rachel had sixteen children. Two daughters, Susannah and Martha, 
died young, fourteen are well known, had families and all lived in 
Lincoln co., except one.

E.B. was raised on the homestead located one mile and a quarter 
north on Bryant Hollow Road to the right next to the Bryan-Hovis 
Cemetery. 

The HOVIS family built a new brick home on the Original site of 
the BRYANTS, They take excellent care of the cemetery and 
perspective lands that our ancestors worked hard on from Delrose to 
Molino and south to Blanche, formerly Pleasant Plains. 

E.B. met Miss Susan C. SHIPP (1825-1860) the daughter of Lewis 
and Mary (COLE) SHIPP near Coldwater. The SHIPPS came to LCT from 
Pendleton District, SC.

PEN LOST IN 1863 (sic FOUND IN 1936 
by E.W. BROOKS (Savannah Courier) 

The following incident was related to me by a good friend, Mrs. 
E.B. BRYAN who recently died at the age of about 96 years. Her 
memory was as clear as one many years her junior, As I sat by her 
bedside holding the pen in question, she told me this story. 

During the Civil War, we lived at Coldwater, Tennessee, at what 
we still call the old home place. My husband bought cotton and 
carried it to Nashville for market, and in this way acquired quite 
a sum of money, all of which was in gold and it was my duty to take 
care of this money. As this story begins, I had a thousand dollars 
of it. We had in the house with us an old man named BLUE, who 
having no home or relatives, came to us when he got sick and I was 
nursing him the best I could. 

One night just after dark, a company of night riders came to rob 
me of my money, which they had in some way found out about. 

When I heard them I got the gold which was all in one sack, and 
started to run out in the yard with it, but by that time the men 
were in the house and calling for a light. 

iSeeing my retreat cut off, I hit upon a plan of hiding the gold 
in the room. Of course, it all happened very quickly and I was 
scared with the room full of half drunken robbers swearing at every 
breath and calling for a light. 

I slipped across the room to the bed of Mr. BLUE and eased the 
gold under the covers inside his underwear, under the small of his 
back. 

He realized what I was doing and although feeling much better at 
the time, he played the part of a very sick man a few minutes 
later. 

I had just straightened up when one of the robbers got a light 
going. When I refused to hand over the money, they began searching 
the place. I asked them not to disturb the sick man as he was very 
low. Mr. BLUE looked the part too. They ransacked the place and 
even the bed but failed to make my patient turn over, so they never 
knew how close they were to their prize. The robbers took all my 
cloth out of the looms, Mr. BRYAN’s broadcloth wedding suit, and a 
few more things and left. 

A few weeks later my husband came home sick, and as the war was 
over, he said he wanted to give me some token to keep in 
remembrance of my saving his money. He took a two and a half 
dollar pen which he sent off and had his initials and name, E.B. 
BRYAN, engraved on, 

My baby was only a few days old and had never been named. T 
Knew Mr. BRYAN was dying, so I asked him to name the child. He 
handed me the pen and said, call her E.B.

ESCAPADE IN GEORGE STEWART’S CHILDHOOD 
Taken from the Fayetteville Observer August 27, 1880 p.3 col. 4 


CYRUSTON - August 18, 1880 

Ed. Observer - Having read with great interest in the papers 
several accounts of hairbreadth escapes from fire set on the 
prairies of the west, I have concluded to relate an adventure in 
which I was a very interested and busy participant: 

The adventure was in the mountains of West Virginia in 1828 , 
and for awful scenery exhibited, terror and dismay inspired I have 
never seen anything to equal it, and I am quite an old man now, 
though I was thirteen years old by then. 

Some six or eight boys with myself concluded one Sunday we would 
scale a noted mountain spur in the West Virginia range, which was 
some two miles from base to crown, and take a look at the scenery 
presented to view from this point. We managed with great 
difficulty and considerable danger to make a slow ascent up the 
sides of the mountain by climbing around rocks that projected out 
of its sides, and by pulling up by bushes and roots, the little 
boys holding on to the larger ones. The whole southern face of the 
mountain was covered two-thirds of the way up with a thick and 
thrifty coat of sedge grass and bushes-the bush being at the time 
covered with dead leaves. We had made considerable progress up 
through the grass and bushes, and was getting near the bare part 
when we suddenly heard away below a loud, warning noise followed 
shortly by a hot wind bringing vast volumes of smoke, Roused by 
consternation and dread, we commenced the tug for dear life, 
pulling and almost carrying our younger brothers, who doubtless 
would have perished in the rapidly advancing flames but for our 
assistance. The object of our efforts now was to reach a huge rock 
projecting almost horizontally from the side of the mountain. The 
scene now was awful, beyond description. The sight of immense 
waves of lurid flames surging upward, the black whirling clouds of 
smoke, the noise of a thousand mill dams, roaring and crackling all 
combined made a scene of awful sublimity. We reached the rock, the 
flames hard after us, then we only saved our lives from suffocation 
by lying with our faces down on the rock. The flames passed around 
us and onward and upward like a hurricane, and left us to crawl 
back down the mountain with sadder and wiser hearts. We had broken 
the Sabbath against the will of our parents, and you may rest 
assured we got paid for it in a scare that we have never forgotten.
